WHAT IS THE MATTER 
WITH WESTERN HORSES? 


Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,--What is the matter with our 
horses? The government seems to 
think quite differently about them to 
what we do. The authorities fill the 
whole country for weeks with pla- 
cards telliag us that on certain days 
at certain places horses will be bought 
from 1000 to 1850 Ibs., giving details 
vboul age, no greys or whites, sound- 
ness, etc 

I have been to several of these sales. 
In one five bought out of 60 odd; 
in another seven out of over 100, The 
terms of the advertisements avere not 
kept to at all. Men brought horses 
from 20 and 30 miles Supposing 
that half the horses presented were 
unsoung (which is supposing a great 
deal as all the farmers knew they 
would be carefully examined) the rest 
were turned down for all sorts of silly 
reasons. One fine black cavalry 
charger about 1,150 ths. was refused 
for a mank of an ol4 scar on the hoof 
which was rapidly growing away, The 
buyer whispered that that was the 
finest horse he had seen yet bui he 
had orders not to ‘buy that kind, As a 
matter o, fact the few tha were 
bought were all mounted infantry 
ponies barely 1000 pounds, if so, 
why did they advertise for cavalry, 
transport and artillery’ 

There is something queer in the 
whole management or mismanage- 
ment of the affair, General Benson 
buys horses in the east The papers 
say openly that most of those horses 
are sick or useless for war purposes, 
Here in the west they buy nothing 
but a very few mounted infantry 
ponies, 

Coolonel Feline, the French buying 
agent in New York, writes to me that 
the Canadian government has forbid- 
den the expert of any horses except 
for the Britieh government 

Mr. Borden tells Mr, R. B. Bennett 
(vide daily papers) that he knows of 
no restrictions on the export of 
horses 

Now it is not conceivable that 
either of the above gentlemen should 
be telling a Ne, so we are forced to 
suppose that some subordinate may 
have abused Mr, Borden's confidence 
and writtrto Col, Feline shutting him 
out of the Canadian market.

numbering system. 

Agreeing with Mr. G. W. Stevens 
that the primary oBject of naming 
‘ts and numbering houses is to 
le the ger 1 public to locate 
any particular address in the city, 
Why in the name of common sense 
should we impose on the uneffending 
public such a confusion of figures 
The primary definition of a street is 
“a public way with bulldings on one 
or both sides in a city, town or vyil- 
lage.’ Scattered as are residences in 
the outlying districts f Ndmonton, 
What miles of so-called “streets” are 
there without even a shack or any 
evidence of being a thoroughfare or 
‘public way,” and yet we appropriate
